Mr. Granger read letter of commendation 
from Mr. John Bohunsky regarding the 
waste water survey by the Department of 
Natural Resources of the Grand River and 
the Red Cedar River. Recommended that 
this should be referred to our consultants 
MecNamee-Porter and Seeley with a re- 
port sent back to the Board. Motion made 
by Mr. Granger and seconded by Mr. Fag- 
gion that this report be sent to consultants 
MeNamee-Porter and Seeley. 


Carried. 


Mr. Backus discussed petition to extend 
Aragon Drive to Cumberland Rd., which 


has been referred to the Planning Board 
and Public Service Department. 


Mr. Backus recommends the preliminary 
Plat of Sunset Hills #8 be approved. 
Motion by Mr. Granger, seconded by Mr. 
Faggion that preliminary Plat of Sunset 
Hills #8 be approved, subject to the receipt 
of pene for necessary public improve- 
ments. 


Carried. 


Mr, Backus recommended that petitions 
filed by the Cumberland School Parents 
Committee to extend Aragon Drive to 
connect directly with Cumberland Rd., in 
order to provide safe access to Cumber- 
land Elementary School be approved Dr. 
Bevez so moved. Mr. Hack seconded the 
motion, 


Carried. 


Mr. Backus recommended approval of 
preliminary plat of Orton Subdivision sub- 
ject to necessary petitions and necessary 
security for the improvements that are 
required. Mr. Granger asked if it would be 
a hardship to hold this up until the next 
Board meeting. Motion by Mr. Granger, 
seconded by Dr. Bevez that approval of 
Preliminary Plat of Orton Subdivision be 
given. Mr. Backus will let the Planning 
Board know of Mr. Grangers feelings re- 
garding this plat. 


Carried. 


Mr. Backus recommended the preliminary 
plat of Marscot Meadows #4 Subdivision be 
approved, subject to the filing of the re- 
quired petition and security. Motion by 
Mr. Hobrla, seconded by Mr. Faggion the 
approval of the recommendation. 


Carried. 


Mr. Backus read letter received by 
Mayor Gerald Graves requesting the vacat- 
ing of Short Street and a portion of Mich- 
igan Ave. for the building of the new 
Capitol. It was recommended that this 
letter be referred to Mr, Backus for verifi- 
cation of conditions, 
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Mr. Backus read a portion of the Mayors 
message which pertained to the Public 
Service Department, and which was sub- 
mitted to the City Council Monday night. 


Mr. Backus reported that the Model City 
waste disposal has not started as yet be- 
cause the equipment has not yet been 
received. 


Mr. Backus discussed the Aurelius Road 
court case, stating that the Judge told them 
that we had not made a bonified offer on 
the mineral rights. Mr. Backus stated 
that in his opinion we had received a 
severe set-back. However, he feels that the 
Judge has left the door open. Mr. Wright 
did not contest the road necessity. 


Mr. Backus reported that the 6 year 
Capital Improvement Program Committee 
members have had differences of opinion on 
past priorities. Some members felt there 
had not been enough emphasis placed on 
Central City improvements. The committee 
is recommending, 1) a balanced Capitol 
Improvements Program, and 2) four (4) 
different methods of increasing revenue to 
the City. We will meet with City Council 
to see what direction they might take, and 
see how much money they may allocate to 
the program, 


Mr, Corbit, City Engineer, reported that 
the Capitol Development storm sanitary 
sewer contract was awarded to McNamara 
Construction. The plans for widening of 
Jolly Road have been completed, 


Mr. Backus requested that a special 
meeting be held next week to discuss the

figures which he read tonight on the pre- 
liminary budget review. Chairman Russell 
asked if next week Wednesday, January 
18th was alright with all members, and it 
was agreed that the special meeting would 
be held next Wednesday, January 13, 1971, 
at 7:30 p.m, 


Chairman Russell read a letter from Dr. 
Bevez, who requested this letter be included 
in the minutes, The letter reads as follows: 
“The mass transportation program, en- 
couraged by Sec. Volpe and Senator Muskie 
and the recently enacted “Clean Air Act”, 
indicates the direction in which the Federal 
Government has taken in solving the air 
Pollution problem, Therefore, building the 
parking ramp at this time should be re- 
considered, The ramp is in opposition to 
all pollution control efforts. Furthermore, 
it is not consistant with the anti-pollution 
legislation, as well as the mass transporta- 
tion program. I would hope, therefore, on 
the basis of the pollution problem, and 
the poor business atmosphere in the down- 
town area, that the Planning Board would 
reconsider building the ramp. Personally, 
I would prefer a new police station”. 
signed, Dr. Bevez. 


Mr. Hebrla questioned the Board as to 
what has been done regarding the pedes- 
train over-passes. Mr. Backus informed 
him nothing has really been done as yet.

Mr. Backus read his report concerning 
phosphate removal at the Lansing Waste 
Treatment Plant, stating that Dow Chem- 
ical had run a pilot study which is com- 
pleted. He has the report back from Dow 
Chemical stating that the recommended 
process will meet State requirements. Mr. 
Backus would like authorization to instruct 
McNamee, Porter and Seeley to prepare 
construction drawings for the installation 
of the phosphate removal equipment so 
that the construction contract may be 
awarded by this fall, inasmuch as work 
should be started by October 1, 1971 with 
a completion deadline of December 1, 1972 


Motion made by Mr. Faggion, seconded 
by Mr. Hobrla.

Mr. Backus requested that we authorize 
McNamee, Porter and Seeley to conduct 
a study of the handling, dewatering and 
final disposal of sewage solids at the 
Waste Water Plant. This study to include 
potential plant expansion and_ tertiary 
treatment, and the wet weather overflow 
system. This study is necessary in order 
to have an established program for making 
these corrections in order to qualify for 
State and Federal Grants. Funds for this 
study are currently available in our Master 
Sewer Plan Account. 
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Motion by Faggion that the Board con- 
curs in the request of the Director, second- 
ed by Hobrla. 


Carried, 


Mr. Backus reported on the City’s salt 
consumption so far this year. 


Mr. Backus reported that we will have 
about $312,000 available for the replace- 
ment and relocation of the City Garage. 


Mr. Backus reported that the trucks for 
the Model City pickup have been delivered, 


March 8, 1971 


and will be ready to start on Monday 
morning, February 8. 


Mr. Gorbit reported that the Eureka 
Street project has been awarded to the Mc- 
Namara Construction Co., and was also 
awarded the relocation of sewers around 
the Capitol, Plans for advertising the 
Jolly Road widening are finished, with an 
estimated cost of one-half Million.

The secretary read a communication from 
Fisher Body concerning their odor problem. 
Since there has been a continuation of the 
problem in the winter, the company is 
considering expansion of their study to 
cover warmer weather when complaints are 
usually most numerous, Mr. Zapata had 
made a tour of the painting area and 
reported on his observations. The Board 
expressed their appreciation to Mr, Zapata 
for his report. After a discussion there was 
a motion by Mr, Emery, second by Mr. 


Zapata, that the letter from Fisher Body be 
accepted and placed on file and the com- 
plaint continued until information is 
obtained regarding the Board’s questions. 
Motion carried. Mr. Ray asked Mr, Emery, 
Mr. Zapata and Mr, Pesterfield to compile 
questions so that we can invite the Com- 
pany to meet with us in March. 


The engineer reports that the Board of 
Water and Light is still having problems 
with the Oldsmobile stack but since they 
are still working on the problem, he recom- 
mends that the complaint be continued. 
There have been complaints but apparently 
most of them concern steam plume which 
is not air pollution. Motion by Mrs. Weeks, 
second by Mr. Emery, that the Board 
accept the recommendation of the engineer. 


Motion carried. 


Mr, Pesterfield presented a communica- 
tion regarding Lansing Drop Forge. They 
have completed installation of controls on 
one furnace and have materials on order 
for a second. They will continue to con- 
vert to automatic controls as fast as pos- 
sible. Mr. Pesterfield anticipates that 
completion will take at least a year. Mr. 
Welsh indicated he would be glad to meet 
with the Board.

Mr. Backus 
reported the construction drawings are 
being prepared, and should be ready by 
June. The contract should be awarded by 
the Ist of August, 1971. The total esti- 
mated cost is $300,000, which we do have 
available for this project. 


Mr. Backus stated that the State Highway 
Department, and also the City of Lansing 
have put into effect the road limits as of 
March 38. 


Mr. Backus reported that ground break- 
ing ceremonies for the two new ramps, one 


on North Grand, and one on North Capitol, 
would take place on March 10, 1971. 


Mr. Backus reported that the maintenance 
budget for next year has been approved. 


Mr. Backus gave a report on the progress 
of the Model Cities pickup. 


Mr. Corbit reported that the Capitol De- 
velopment Sewer project had started. This 
contract was let to Walter McNamara Con- 
struction Co. The Eureka Street Relief 
Sewer Contract was let to Walter Mce- 
Namara Construction Co. Mr. Corbit also 
stated that bids for the Jolly Road widen- 
ing would be let March 22. He reported 
that the Daft Drain project is now about 
50% complete. 


Mr. Backus read a letter received by 
Governor Milliken from Mr. Cornelius A. 
Wood of Andover, Mass. in regards to the 
building of a canal in the State of Mich- 
igan. Letter received and placed on file.

more of state equalized valuation of all 
property in Lansing?” was 25,661 of which: 


12,342 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposal 


18,319 votes were cast against the pro- 
posal 


Whereas, the proposal having not received 
sufficient votes was defeated. 
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PROPOSAL NO. 2 
(SALE OF PROPERTY) 


The whole number of votes cast for Pro- 
posal No, 2—‘“Shall the City Council be 
authorized to sell and convey approximately 
8.876 acres thereof is located at the North- 
east corner of Townsend Street and Elm 
Street in said City of Lansing, such sale 
and conveyance to be made to General 
Motors Corporation for expansion of its 
Oldsmobile Division facilities, the price to 
be paid therefor by said Corporation to be 
the sum of $126,250.00 said sum being the 
fair market value of the property as ap- 
praised?” was 24,965 of which: 


15,227 votes were cast in favor of the

Minutes of the last meeting on April 7, 
1971 were approved as printed. 


Chairman Russell gave progress report 
of the Urban Redevelopment Board. 


Mr. Backus submitted the preliminary 
plat of Bancroft Hills No. 2, with the 
recommendation that the plat be approved 
subject to the filing of the required peti- 
tions for the necessary public improve- 
ments, Mr. Granger questioned the feasi- 
bility of submitting the plat due to the 
expense of bringing in construction crews 
for such a smai] project. Discussion fol- 
lowed, Mr. Ibarra moved the preliminary 
plat of Bancroft Hills No. 2 be approved 
as stated, Seconded by Mr. Granger. 


Carried. 
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Mr. Backus submitted a letter from 
Eddie Inbody requesting permission to 
build a garage over sewer easement at 
2110 Worden Street. Mr. Backus recom- 
mended approval of this request subject 
to the basie restriction of the Building 
Department, providing said garage is not 
directly over the sewer, and that any cost 
or damage to garage due to future main- 
tenance or reconstruction of the sewer, be 
at the expense of the owner. Mr. Hobrla 
moved this request be approved, seconded 
by Mr. Hack, 


Carried. 


Chairman Russell gave report of meeting 
held with personnel of the Water Resources 
Commission on April] 21, 1971. Mr. Backus 
read letter from the Water Resources 
Commission stating the stipulations be- 
tween the City of Lansing and the Water 
Resources Commission. He stated that this 
letter was not received by him until 5:00 
p.m. this date, and the signed stipulations 
were to be returned to the Commission by 
May 17, 1971. He stated that the May 17th 
deadline was impossible to meet if each 
member of the Board were to make a com- 
plete study of the stipulation. It was noted 
that the deadline for the signed stipulation 
was not until July, so Mr. Backus recom- 
mended that the Board wait until the June 
2nd meeting to make the final decision, 
this should give the Board time to study 
the date sechedules. Mr. Granger suggested 
that he thought the City Council should be 
asked to sit in on the June 2nd meeting, 
and that copies of the stipulation should 
be sent to them so they will be aware of 
the situation. It was agreed by the Board 
that Councilmen Moore, Brenke and Mce- 
Kane should be invited to attend this me- 
eting. 


Mr, Backus gave a detailed report on the 
City’s annual trash pickup. He also stated 
that this pickup has been deleted from 
next years budget. He gave a monthly 
report on the Model City pickup, stating 
that the number of pickups last month 
show 11,000 as opposed to 10,000 in the 
March report. He feels we have hit the 
peak of number of pickup in the area, and 
that it is definitely a marked improve- 
ment. It has been suggested that the City 
try the back yard pickup, due to com- 
plaints of the mess many people have en- 
countered by dogs ripping open the plastic 
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bags and strewing debris in streets. 
It was decided by the Board to continue 
as is for the next 6 months, then make 
a decision as to which will be more ap- 
plicable. Mr. Hobrla asked if there were 
any organization that has checked into 
the benefits of this weekly pickup program, 


Mr. Backus discussed the budget hear- 
ing, and stated that the council returned 
the major items that had heen deleted. 
He felt that the department could operate 
sufficiently on the budget allocated to us. 


Mr. Ibarra questioned the security 
measures taken to protect the City Hall. 
Discussion followed with the conclusion 
that the security of City Hall is as adequate 
as possible. 


Mr. Corbit gave report on Aurelius 
Road progress, which he stated there is 
another court hearing scheduled. He stated 
that construction of the parking ramps are 
progressing satisfactorily. 


Mr. Backus presented two notices of con- 
ventions coming up, one is the Michigan 
Chapter of the American Public Works 
Association to be held at Boyne Highlands, 
commencing on May 26 and lasting 3 days.

Minutes of the last meeting on May 65, 
1971 were approved as printed. 


Chairman Russell gave report on the 
progress the Redevolpment Board has 
made toward the purchase of two properties 
which the City is trying to acquire. Chair- 
man Russell announced that this would be 
his last meeting as Chairman of the 
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Board of Public Service. He said he wanted 
to thank everyone on the Board for their 
help, and said he appreciated it very much. 
Mr. Backus stated that the Council had 
confirmed the reappointment of Mr. Dale 
Granger to the Board, and announced the 
appointment of Mr. Lyle L. Stevens who 
will replace Mr. Gilberto Ibarra, who will 
be leaving the City for a years study in 
South America. Mr. Ibarra expressed his 
appreciation to the Board, and how much 
he enjoyed working with everyone. 


Mr. Backus submitted the Final Plat 
of Rolling Meadows Subdivision, recom- 
mending this plat be approved subject to 
the filing of required petitions for neces- 
sary public improvements. Mr. Granger 
moved the Final Plat be approved, Mrs. 
Borgman seconded. 


Carried. 


Mr. Backus gave a detailed report on the 
proposed stipulation between the Water 
Resources Commission and the City of 
Lansing for improved Waste Treatment 
Plant facilities, and combined storm water 
treatment, The original dates were re- 
vised, and as now proposed would require 
the completion of the Waste Water Treat- 
ment Plant facilities by December 31, 
1974, and completion of the combined storm 
water treatment facilities by December 31, 
1976, This stipulation has been referred to 
the Board of Public Service by the Council 
Committee of Public Service and High- 
ways. Mr. Backus recommended that this 
stipulation mot be signed by the City 
Council, and that the City not contest any 
final order of the Water Resources Commis- 
sion. Discussion followed, with Mr. Ibarra 
moving that the Board concur with the 
recommendation of the Director.

Mr. Backus gave the monthly report on 
the Model Cities Pickup. He stated that 
due to having to pay Holiday pay, it made 
quite an increase in cost for the month of 
May. He stated that we have discontinu- 
ed the use of one truck, now using only 
two crews, but the work is being done 
satisfactorily. He stated that we are 
about 80% of the possible total residence, 
and he feels we have reached our max- 
imum. He stated that this report does not 
include the cost of the bulk item pickup. 
Mr. Granger asked about the decision made 
concerning the back-door pickup. It was 
explained that it had been decided to go 
along with the present policy for six 
months, and then try the back-door pick- 
up. 


Mr. Backus reported on the progress of 
the Aurelius Road extention. He stated that 
Mr. Wright had filed for a hearing to ap- 
peal the decision of the judge, and if it 
looks like there will be a delay, he will 
either cancel the bids or extend the time 
for taking bids by one, two or three weeks, 
which he said would only be fair to the 
contractors. He said the bids are scheduled 
to be opened June 21, 1971.

Mr. Backus said the annual budget has 
been adopted by the City Council. 


Mr. Russell inquired as to the progress of 
the Capitol Complex sewer construction. 
Mr. Backus stated that any problems they 
have had are being resolved, and that work 
was going along satisfactorily. 


Mr. Corbit reported that the Jolly Road 
widening contract had been let to Richard- 
son Asphalt Corp, of Jackson. He stated 
that the Eureka Street Relief Sewer on 
Kalamazoo would be completed in about 
three weeks.

Absent: Messrs. Granger, Hack and Rus- 
sell. All were excused absences. 


Mrs. Borgman acted as chairman for the 
purpose of conducting the election of offi- 
cers, 


Minutes of the last meeting on June 2, 
1971 were approved as printed. 


Dr. Bevez moved that election of officers 
not be taken at this meeting due to the 
absence of so many members, but to wait 
until the next meeting. Mr. Hobrla second- 
ed the motion. Mr. Backus read the by- 
laws, which state that the Board shall or- 


ganize, by the election of new officers, at 
their first metieng in July. Dr. Bevez 
retracted his first motion, and moved that 
Dale Granger be elected Chairman of the 
Board. Mr. Hobrla seconded the motion. 
Carried. 


Mr. Hobrla moved that Dr. Bevez be 
elected Vice-Chairman of the Board. Mr. 
Faggion seconded the motion. Dr. Bevez 
nominated Mr. Hack as Vice-Chairman, 
with Mr. Stephens seconding the nomina- 
tion. A written vote was taken with Dr. 
Bevez being elected Vice-Chairman of the 
Board. Dr. Bevez took over the meeting 
at this point in the absence of the Chair- 
man. 


Dr. Bevez welcomed our two visitors, 
Councilman Jack Gunther and Mr. Curt 
Hanes of the State Journal. 
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Mr. Backus read letter from Planning 
Board regarding subdivision regulations on 
curb openings in subdivision streets. 


Mr. Backus stated that the recommend- 
ations on the Michigan Avenue Bridge from 
G. J. MeLravy & Sons were not ready for 
tonights meeting, but that they should be 
ready within the next two or three weeks, 
at which time he will mail them to the 
Board members. 


Mr. Backus submitted the final plats for 
Marscot Meadows No. 4 Subdivision and 
for Sunset Hill No. 8 Subdivision. He 
recommended approval of these subject to 
the filing of required petitions for neces- 
ary public improvements and financial 
security. 


Mr. Backus submitted the preliminary 
plat for Four Seasons Subdivision, and 
recommended that it be approved subject 
to availability of utilities, and the require- 
ment be that all lots must be graded so 
that all water drains to the street and is 
taken care of so there will be no standing 
water on any lots. 


Mr. Backus submitted the preliminary 
plat of Concord Village Subdivision, recom- 
mending that it be approved. providing all 
streets be fully developed, sanitary sewers 
be constructed in the streets, and sidewalk 
be constructed across all private drives 
straight through subdivision, also that 
street names should be checked with Tri- 
County, as there is a Milford Street in East 
Lansing. All lots must be graded to drain 
to the street. 


Mr. Backus submitted the preliminary 
plat for Tarleton Subdivision and Jolly 
Cedar Plaza Subdivision. He recommends 
approval subject to the construction of 
sidewalks. 


Mr. Backus recommended approval of all 
preliminary plats submitted, subject to the 
filing of required petitions for necessary 
public improvements and financial security. 
Mr. Faggion moved these plats be approv- 
ed, Mr. Hobrla seconded, Carried. 


Mr. Backus read petition from home 
owners, recommending the closing of 
Dahlia Drive permanently to vehicle and 
pedestrian traffic. Discussion followed with 
Mr. Backus recommending that the Board 
recommend to the City Council that it not 
be closed, when and if this portion of Dahlia 
is improved. Mr. Faggion moved that the 
Board recommend to the City Council that 
petition be denied. Mrs. Borgman seconded. 


4 ayes 1 nay. 
Carried. 


Mr. Backus gave monthly report on the 
Model City Pickup. He said the key item 
is the average cost per pickup which is 
down to thirty-nine cents. The total cost 
for pickup for the entire 5 months is down 
to forty-nine & one-half cents. He feels 
we have hit our peak. He stated that the 
back-door pickup would commence on 
September 1st, which should give each way, 
eurb and back-door pickups, a nine month 
trial, He also stated that we would probably 
have to go back to the original 3 crews in 
order to accomplish this. 
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Mr. Backus stated that the problem with 
the Kahres Farm has been settled satis- 
factorily. 

_Mr. Backus stated that two weeks ago he 
and Mr. Ancell went on a final inspection 
of I-96 and found no problems. He said 
the only item left of any consequence was 
allowing us to proceed with the remodeling 
of our East side pumping station, but this 
has been solved, and we will be able to 
proceed. 


Mr. Backus discussed his trip to Mil- 
waukee where he and the Council made a 
tour of the Horticultural Conservatory at 
Mitchell Park. He stated they took the 
tour with the idea that it might be ad- 
vantageous for the City of Lansing to 
consider having a similar project, which 
could be located at the corner of Grand and 
Michigan Avenues. 


Mr. Backus said that a tour of the 
Madison, Wisconsin Sanitary Landfill Trash 
Disposal Plant would be made and that he 
felt someone from the Board should also 
go. The City Council members stated that 
they would also like to view this operation. 


Mr. Backus discussed the procurement 
of 10 acres of the Scott Park Lake, which 
he feels will be very beneficial to the City. 
This property will be developed by the 
Parks Department. 

Mr. Backus reported that the two new 
parking ramps are running about 10 to 
14 days behind schedule. 


Mr. Backus stated that the City Council 
Concurred with the recommendation of the 
Board, and did not sign the Water Re- 
sources Stipulation. 


Mr. Backus stated that the Department 
has purchased two end-loaders, which are 
replacements, and we have to replace four 
trucks, one roller and one salt truck. 


Mr. Corbit reported that Kegle Construc- 
tion was the low bidder on the Urban Re- 
newal Project for storm and sanitary 
sewer improvements Phase II. He also 
reported that the City will be taking Curb 
and gutter bids in two or three weeks, 
along with blacktop bids. 

Mr. Backus read a letter received from 
Mr. C. Rowland Stebbins requesting the 
City to move the wooden barrier on E. 
Maple at the west side of the river about 
80 feet west, stating that this would give 
a park-like effect. Mr. Backus recommend- 
ed that the Board instruct him to reply to 
Mr. Stebbins stating that we would have 
serious problems if we removed the two 
parking meters which would have to be 
moved in order to relocate the barrier, 
and that his request should be denied at 
this time. Mr. Faggion made the motion 
that the Board concur with Mr. Backus; 
Mr. Stevens seconded the motion. Carried. 


Mr. Faggion moved the meeting be ad- 
journed. Mrs. Borgman seconded the 
motion. 


Meeting adjourned at 9:30 P.M.

Mr, Dawdy stated that their main in- 
terest is in the solid waste pickup for the 
City, and this is the program they plan to 
make an economic study on.

The Board concluded that such a study 
would be very beneficial to the City and 
thanked them for their interest. Mr. Dawdy 
stated that they would attempt to have this 
report completed by February, 1972. 


Mr. Stephens was excused from the 
meeting. 


Mr. Russell gave a progress report on 
Urban Renewal, and stated that they are in 
the process of acquiring property for Proj- 
ect No. 2. 
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Mr. Backus submitted the final plat of 
Baneroft Hills No. 2, recommending its 
approval subject to the filing of the neces- 
sary petitions and financial security. 


Mr. Faggion moved said plat be approved, 
Mrs. Borgman seconded the motion. 


Carried. 


Mr. Backus gave a 7 months report on 
the Model Cities solid waste pickup, which 
included the total cost for the curb side 
pickup. He stated that the curb side pick- 
up averaged out to about 75¢ per resident. 
He also stated that preliminary indications 
are that the average cost for the first 
month of the back-door pickup was ap- 
proximately 20% higher than the curb side 
pickup. 


Mr. Backus stated that we are in the 
process of negotiating for 80 acres of land 
for the sanitary landfill, and hope to have 
a signed option within the next 60 days. 


Mr. Backus discussed the $700,000 Fed- 
eral Grant, which has been designated as 
the PEP Program, and is to be used only 
for wages for additional personnel. The 
Public Service Department has so far em- 
ployed one draftsman under this program. 


Mr. Backus stated that for the next two 
months they will be preparing the budget 
for the coming year. Mr. Hack suggested 
that he felt it would be beneficial if at 
least two more Board members were able to 
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sit in on these budget meetings so they 
will have a better understanding of what 
the budget entails. Discussion followed, and 
it was decided that a copy of the current 
budget status report would be sent to each 
Board member for the next three months. 
Mr. Granger suggested that it would be 
beneficial for each Board member to have 
a book made up explaining each account. 


Mr. Backus stated that we have been re- 
quested by the Water Resources Commission 
to provide separation of storm and sanitary 
sewers by 1976. We must either separate 
a sanitary and storm sewer so that the 
storm goes to the river and the sanitary 
should go to the plant. or where we have 
combined, we must provide treatment prior 
to discharge into the river. 


Mr. Corbit reported that the Eureka 
Street Relief Sewer was 90% completed, 
and should be completely finished within 30 
days. The Capitol Development Sewers are 
25% completed. The Jolly Road Widening 
on the curb and gutter is 75% completed, 
and the blacktopping is 25% completed.
